These grain-like particles enter Earth's atmosphere, then burn up and create 
what most people call shooting stars! The Perseid Meteor shower is NOT expected to be as 
spectacular as the Leonid Meteor shower that occurs each November. But, if viewing is good, 
people will not be disappointed.

By the time you read 
this, they should have four stations active from Ngapali. The team seems to be using several 
different callsigns, so pay attention to what the operator says.
